d.  (0)  Intelligence 

(l)  Discussion 

(a)  General*  Thia  reporting  period  includes  three  distinct  phases  of 
many  activity.  The  first  phase  mas.  a.  continuation  of  a  period  of  lnoreased  in¬ 
filtration  and  build-up  which  began  January  1969.  This  phase  was  terminated  on 
22  February  with  the  initiation  of  widespread  offensive  activity  known  as  the 
Post-Tet  Offensive.  There  were  continuing  high  points  of  snaay  activity  until 
the  and  of  March.  This  is  generally  accepted  as  the  data  of  the  oloee  of  the 
enemy's  Wlnter-Oanpaign  whloh  began  in  early  Deo  saber  1968.  The  third  phase, 
which  has  extended  from  the  beginning  of  April  to  the  present ,  could  be  classi¬ 
fied  as  a  near  stand-down.  During  this  period  of  decreased  contact ,  agent  and 
FW/Hoi  Chanh  reports  have  Indicated  that  the  eneaqr  has  entered  a  period  of  re-  / 

evaluation  and  self-apitique  for  his  failure  to  achieve  established  goals. 

Indications  have  been  received  that  the  eneny  is  pi  aiming  now  far  another  of¬ 
fensive.  Since  the  initiation  of  disoussiona  in  Paris,  the  enemy  has  .continu¬ 
ally  geared  his  activity  toward  operations  having  the  most  po'.itioal  impact 
such  as  oapturlag  US  servioemen,  attacking  weaker  Vietnamese  outposts,  00a- 
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ducting  pots  of  terror  tan  1  and  interdicting  communication  routes.  During  the 
first  (tags  of  tbs  Winter- ap  nag  Campaign  in  Loig  An,  it  ssr  cbrles-  the 
anem?  was  rttwptlag  to  lsy  the  ground  work  for  another  attack  on  3algcn,  and 
other  population  omteii  within  the  province .  Their  main  objectives  were  to 
tie  down  US  forces  sad  to  disrupt  successful  peoif ioation  eiforts.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  Coeuunist  goal  within  Dinh  Tuong  and  Else  Hoa  Provinces  was  to  inflict 
maximum  lossss  an  US  forces.  Sons  specifically  stated  objectives  were  to  at¬ 
tack  The,  Oai  Lay,  Oai  Be,  Ben  Tre,  end  Ko  Cay  cities  and  to  interdict  the 
Teople'a  Hoad"  (Highway  4).  Captured  enemy  doounents  stated  the  enemy's  over¬ 
all  objectives  within  the  division  TAQI  were  "to  annihilate  60  per  cent  of  the 
aneny  troops  end  destroy  SO  per  oant  of  the  an  any  outposts,  to  liberate  half 
of  the  district  seats  and  province,  capitals  and  daatroy  the  remaining  half  so 
that  we  am  eventually  control  then  all,"  to  NLP3YH  message;  dated  29  Janu¬ 
ary  1969*  urged  a  strong  Winter-Spring  Campaign  in  order  to  strengthen  the 
VO  bargaining  position  at  the  Faria  Peace  Talkso  Intel! iganna  Indlnated  that 
the  Viet  Ceng  considered  a  major  military  effort  essential  in  order  to  ex¬ 
port  his  peaae  delegation  in  Paris. 

(b)  Loqg  in  Province*  Activity  remained  relatively  moderate  during  the 
first  two  weeks  of  February  with  isolated  attacks  by  fire  comprising  the 
enemy *s  main  effort.  However ,  indications  continued,  to  be  received  reflect¬ 
ing  a  major  enemy  buildup.  On  1  and  2  February  1969;  the  2d  Battalion,  60th 
Infantry,  aade  contact  with  a  new  infiltration  group ,  the  4010;  north  of  Thu 
Thus.  The  contact  resulted  in  55  HVi  killed,  four  Fib  captured  and  two  Hoi 
Chanha.  The  prisoners  stated  that  they  had  boon  sent  to  SB-Ill  to  reinforce 
units  for  the  0 oiling  offensive.  Enemy  aotlvity  oontinued  to  increase  and 
there  appeared  to  be  little  question  that  the  enemy  was  planning  a  show  of 
force  following  hie  self-lavoued,  though  often  violated  Tot  Truoe.  On  the 
night  of  14  -  15  February,  the  enemy  attaokad  Binh  Phuoo  with  107nn  rookets, 
mortars,  HPGs,  automatic  weapons,  and  small  arms  fire  which  resulted  in  two 
US  KX4>  22  US  VIA;  and  9  VC  KIA.  On  19  February  a  Hoi  Chanh  rallied  to  Mili¬ 
tary  Advisory  Team  Humber  69.  He  reported  that  he  was  the  political  officer 
fox  the  6th  Battalion  of  SH-U  and  stated  that  the  general  offensive  would 
begin  on  22  February  at  2200H.  As  predicted,  a  surge,  of  activity  in  the  form 
of  Intense  mortsJr  and  rocket  attacks  on  military  installations  and  population 
canters  throughout  South  Vietnam  on.  the  night  of  22  -  23  Fabxuaxy  marked  the 
start  of  the  final  phase  of  the  Winter-Spring  Caigtalgn.  The  most  significant 
attack  within  the  province  on  that  evening  was  the  attaok  on  Tan  An  City  in 
which  22  107mm  rookets  were  fired  into  the  oity.  On  24  February  a  Hoi  Chanh 
from  the  1st  Long  An  Battalion  stated  that  his  unit's  mission  was  to  move 
into  Saigon  and  attaok  the  "T"  Bridge.  On  the  following  day,  25  February, 
elements  of  2-47  Infantry  and  6-31  Infantry  engaged  an  estimated  VC  company 
approximately  five  kms  SV  of  Thu  Thus  resulting  in  31  VC  KIA.  The  following 
week  activity  deoxeased,  but  reports  oontinued  to  Indicate  that  the  2d  Long 
An  Battalion  would  move  against  Saigon  during  this  offensive  period.  On 
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11  Bfcrsh  1969, -pp-Orij“t-*iy  ?  >"»■  mvrth  nt  'Rinb  Phmvi i/2-4.7  T«f  contacted  an 
unidentified  VC  force  and  killed  20.  \  On  24  February,  C/5-6O  Inf  apprsh ended 
22  detainees,  10  of  who*  were  classified  PV.  Three  of  the  PWs  were  believed 
to  be  fro*  the  2d  Long  an  Battalion,  wi  froa  the  Bung  Putt  Battalion,  sss  from 
the  SOI  Sapper  Battalion  end  one  froa  a  220  Battalion!.  The  nunbev  of  pri¬ 
soners  froa  different  units  indicated  the  importance  still  attached  to  the 
area  by  the  enemy.  During  the  first  two  weeks  of  Mar  oh,  the  ansagr  oontinued 
to  suffer  hoary  loseea  idille  awaiting  orders  fro*  COS VI  to  start  the  final 
"Peak  or  Pulse"  of  activity.  These  losses  the  VC  oould  ill  afford.  High 
ranking  aesbers  of  the  aain  and  looal  force  battalions  wars  beginning  to  rally 
to  the  side  of  tho  government,  a  sure  sign  of  deterioration  of  VC  morale.  4 
key  aembsr  of  the  SB-Ill  Rear  Servioes  Organisation  (Moul  Hung)  was  killed 
during  this  period.  Large  oaohas  wens  uncovered,  soae  containing  new  weapons 
and  supplies  which  farther  hampered  the  VC  effort.  There  were  indications 
that  his  goals  reaalnsd  the  sene  aa  before,  to  aaba  a  dhow  of  foree.  Infil¬ 
tration  of  replaces ants  and  supplies  oontinued.  On  16  -  19  Sarah,  13  kas 
north  of  VC  Island,  elements  of  the  3d  Brigade  oontaotad  an  unknown  sine  unit 
at  t  sap  ting  to  move  along  tha  Bo  Bo  Canal  into  Long  in.  Following  this  con¬ 
tact,  41  VC  bodice  littered  the  battlefield.  .  ;0u.  ^jpfJ^lP^JKaroh,  V:Ws...$»re 
captured  froa  the  K-5  and  K-4  Battalions ,  1st  tlV A  Kegiwent,  confirming  the 
location  of  all  three  battalions  of  that  unit  in  Long  An.  Cta  23  March,  ap¬ 
proximately  7  kaa  southwest  of  Can  Duoo,  3d  Brigade  contacted  VC  elements  of 
the  514B  Battalion  with  results  of  22  VC  El  A  and.  1  PV  captured.  On  3  April, 

3  kas  south  of  Ben  Luo,  tha  2d  Battalion,  30th  AHTO  Regiment  aade.  contact  with 
the.  K-5  Battalion  of  the  lat  HV4  Regiaent.  This  cent  act  resulted  in  56  VC 
El.  Vfeapoui  captured  inoluded  two  HPGs,  one  BPO-2  RL,  ana  12.7  AW,  and  four 
IK- 47  s.  Although  activity  within  Long  In  greatly*  decreased  within  the  third 
period  of  the  quarter,  the  enemy  gave  ground  reluctantly.  On  B  April,  the 
2-47  Infantry  Battalion  contacted  the  K4  Battalion,  killing  47  VC/HVl.  Pri¬ 
soners  of  Var  captured  during  thih  period  continued  to  report  that  several 
SB- III  and  MV  A  units  iwew  located  Vithin  the.CklavDuih  Lcnff’' An  border  area, 
however,  major  units  were  reported  widely  dispersed  and  attempting  to  avoid 
oontaot.  Between  1  and  18  April,  17  107r?a  rockets  were  captured.  The  enemy 
fired  another  18  on  US  and  AB7U  positions 0  On  14  April,  the  enemy  initiated 
overt  offensive  action  against  allied  forces  whan  the  X4  Battalion,  1st  HV4 
Regiment  attacked  the  4th  Battalion,  30th  AHVH  Regiment,  killing  18  ABVH  and 
wounding  22  IKTH  and  20  civilians.  There  were  subsequent  attacks  with  the 
K3  and  16  Battalions  on  the  18th  and  26th  of  April  respectively,  however, 
enemy  initiated  activity  decreased  noticeably.  As  the  reporting  period  drew 
to  a  close,  intelligence  continued  to  be.. received  which  indicated  that  in¬ 
creased  activity  has  been  scheduled  for  the  period  between  April  and  mid-July, 
lay  increased  activity  allegedly  depends  .on  the  Pails  Pesos  Talks.

cana.,  The  VO  eelf-impoaad  truce  started  an  15-16  February-  On  20-21  February 
Dong  Tam  had  three  separata  attacks  by  fix#  with  only  light  friendly  casualties. 
Than  on  22-23  February  ensny.  of fsneive  attacks  by  firs  erupted  throughout  the 
province  and  Division  TiOI  with  Dong  Tam  and  Hr  Tho  receiving  64  end  100  rounds 
of  mortar  fire  respectively.  Aooording  to  a  Hoi  Chsah  and  a  PV  from  the  267B 
Battalion*  elements  of  tha  Dong  Tbap  I  and  IT  Regiments*  which  were  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  an  attack  on  My  Tho  that  night  *  had  their  plans  disrupted  by  friendly 
operations*  Another  PW  reported  that  tha  550  Battalion  .had  orossed  the  Hr  Tho 
Hirer  Into  Dinh  Tuong  and  joined  with  the  5144  and  the  265  Battalions  for  that 
attaok.  The  preemptive  operations,  conducted  by  the  9th  Infantry  Division  and 
the  7th  AHVH  Division  north  and  northwest  of  Hr  Tho  are  believed  to  have  thwarted 
the  enemy  attacks.  Sven  as  these  plans  were  set  aside*  however,  the. .enemy  con¬ 
tinued  to  resupply  end  regroup  for  further  offensive  operations.  On  6  March 
north  of  Cal  ley  contact  developed  with  the  4th  Company  of  the  51 4C  Battalion 
and  43  of  the  enemy  ware  killed.  The  1st  Brigade  continued  to  press  the  enemy 
and  several  contacts  developed  which  resulted  in  significant  enemy  casualties. 

On  11-12  Mar&i  1969*  1st  Brigade  aontaoted  elements  of  the  261B  Battalion  near 
Thanh  Phu  Tillage,  Originally  this  contact  was  believed  to  have  resulted  in  57 
VC  Kli,  but  aooording  to  a  prisoner  of  war  captured  by  elements  of  the  7th  AHVH 
Division  in  April*  the  battalion  (with  a  strength  of  200)  suffered  100  Kl'A  and 
20  VIA  and  another  20  deserted  or  were  missing.  In  addition*  most  of  tha  unit's 
heavy  weapons  wars  lost.  The  unit  reportedly  withdrew  into  Kien  Phong  Province 
at  this  time  to  regroup  and  recruit  new  members.  Another  large  contact  occurred 
on  16  March  when  32  VC  were  killed  6  kms  west  of  Cai  Lay*  The  4th  Battalion* 

39th  Infantry  pounded  the  26lA.meroiles3ly  on  2?-24  March,  A  sweep  of  the  bat¬ 
tle  area  revealed  over  140  enemy  bodies.  On  31  March *.  11  kms  east  of  the  Wagon 
Wheel*  the  let  Brigade  contacted,  soattered  VC  element*  and  killed  34  0 f  tha 
enemy.  Throughout  this  period  intelligence  rsporta  ware  received  which  indicated 
that  the  enemy  was  entering  a  period  of  increased  activity  and  a  reorganisation 
and  revaluation  phase.  As  tha  month  of  March  drew  to  a  close*  it  became  less 
likely  that  the  enemy  oould  Initiate  a  final  "high  point"  to  close  out  his  cam¬ 
paign.  Likewise*  it  appeared  unlikely  that  a  coming  "large  scale"  Summer  Of¬ 
fensive  would  develop.  More  credible  were  Agent  deports  which  indicated  a. re¬ 
sumption  of  "Post  May  68"  evasive  tactic*  (referred. to  as  tbs  'Hue  Decision") 
coupled  with  an  attempt  to  Inflict  maximum  casualties  on  US  personnel  and  damage 
the  GSVB'a  cause  as  muoh  as  possible.  On  9  April  1969*  contact  was  made  with 
the  Kien  Tuong  504  Battalion -seven  kms  northwest  of  My  Phucc  T«y  which  resulted 
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in  31  VO  kills*,  this  wi  the  last  oontaot  with  s  major  «ilt  in  Dinh  Tu»e  issri=5 
tbs  reporting  psriod.  Cns  of  ths  most  significant  developments  of  this  period  «■ 
ths  rsorgan  i  a  at  i  on  sad  realignment  of  snsasjr  femes.  Booamsate  and  PEs  confirmed 
ths  reassignment  of  ths  Z6JB  Battalion  to  ths  Dong  Thep  IX  Itegine&t 0  Althougn 
ths  sxsot  data  of  this  organisation  la  not  known,  it  probably  took  plans  early 
in  February  1969  in  preparation  for  ths  Post  Tat  Off  ms  Its  (PV*  have  also  im¬ 
ports*  that  ths  5140  Provincial  Battalion  has  boon  apgradad  and  nods  part  of  ths 
Dong  Thap  1  Regiment.;'  however,  thsrs  ia  ns  oorroborating  evideaoe  at  this  time). 
Equally  significant  as  to  enemy  intentions  was  the  consolidation  of  KH-II  art ll- 
lary  units  under  ths  Binh  Duo  Artillery  Halt  and  the  formation  of  a  Binh  Duo 
front  in  ths  Bong  Tan  area.  A  similar  oanaolidation  was  effected  by  ths  organ¬ 
isation  of  the  341  BF  Sappar  Battalion  of  HR-II  with  the  332E,  354* »  s®A  3381 
Sapper  Companies  forming  subordinate  elements.  Ths  lahk  of  oontaots  with  major 
omits  and  the  algnlfiomtly  decreased  activity  further  oonfirmsd  reports  that

The  target  and  filing  system  initiated  during  tha  last  r sporting  pariod  oontln- 
uss  to  develop ,  an  village  studies  were  reoently  updated  for  Dinh  Tuong  Pro¬ 
vince  c  The  Qhieu  Hoi  Program  reoeived  28  ralliars  for  the  period,  five  of  whoa 
were  VCI.  The'  present  requirements  for  all  Third  Party  Inducement  Prograa 
pqniaitii  to  be  made  through  OVX  channels  are  being  modified  to  avoid  the  our* 
rent  problem  of  non-unifora  procedures  aaong  different  provinces.  These 
changes  will  enable  the  unit  oonmanders  * o  develop  a  a ore  extensive  program 

of  thals  own. 

(b)  The  Cl  Section,  9th  KZ  '  jtaohment ,  through  its  o outsat  with  Provin- 
oial  Phoenix {fosmittfes*  is  able  to  provide  VCI  targets  for  tha  division.  Thaos 
targets  will  normally  take  three  format  perishable)  long  range  perishable) 
and  collective.  Perishable  targets  usually  are  based  on  a  single  reliable  re¬ 
port  and  must  be  acted  upon  rapidly.  The  collective  target  iti  based  upon 
numerous  reports  and  usually  results  in  a  oonbined  operation  with  D3/ARVM  per¬ 
sonnel.  The  target  area  will'  usually  be  a  hamlet  or  village.  Gathering  in¬ 
telligence  on  t^ls  type  of  target  requires  more  time  than  that  expended  on 
other  types.  During  this  period,  the  Cl  Section  has  passed  the  following  num- 
bor  of  VCI  targets  to  the  brigades!  1st  Brigade  -  18  targets)  2d  Brigade  - 

45  targets)  and  the  3d  Brigade  -  14  targets.  . 

(o)  The  division  Interrogation  Section  pxooess ad  a  total  of  1730  detain¬ 
ees  during  this  reporting  period.  Of  this  total  397  were  classified  Innooont 
Civilians,  813  were  classified  Civil  Defendants,  340  were  classified  PWb,  and 
1B5  were  classified  Hoi  Chanhs.  In  addition,  the  section  processed  243  batches 
of  captured  documents ,  132  of  whloh  were  of  taotioal  value.  Tbs  section  also 
processed  approximately  275  pounds  of  captured  asterisk,  consisting  primarily 
of  Viet  Cong  clothing  and  equipment. 

(d)  Long  Bangs  Patrol  Activities  1  During  the  reporting  period,  Company 
B,  75th  Infantry  (Hanger)  continued  its  mission  of  harassing  and  interdicting 
the  Viet  Cong  deep  with***  hekong  Delta  Base  Areas.

(e)  Aerial  Snrveillmoe  and  Beocnnalssanos 

X  Boring  the  reporting  period,  utilization  of  infra-red  and  BLAB  sensoi-a 
increased  fron  a  previous  high  of  approximately  20  mission  areas  per  night  to 
approximately  28  mission  areas  flown  each  night. 

&  Boring  this  raporting  psrlod  aerial  photography  of  the  TAOI  has  been 
rapidly  updated  taking  advantage  of  this  period  of  minimum  cloud  cover.  Hand 
held  missions  and  «all  -d'apot "  targets  have  been' photographed  to  oonfixm,  re¬ 
fute,  or  anhanoe  information  gathered  from  other  intelligenoe  sources  and  to 
provide  a  terrain  study  to  engineering  units  throughout  the  TAOI.

4  The  major  innovation  during  this  reporting  period  has  been  the  Instal¬ 
lation  and  operation  of  an  infra-red  '^6tmd'rt4rm3«ai'r  AH-TA{i-4A:l  ThiS  .'atdticn 
permits  infra-red  imagery  to  be  transmitted  directly  from  the  sensor  aircraft 
to  the  ground  station  where  it  is  reoorded  on  infra-red  film  and  interpreted  by 
imagery  interpreters.  This  dlreot  transmittal  of  the  imagery  permits  more  rapid 
readouts  of  the  emissions  detected  and  eliminates  the  need  for  aircraft  to  re¬ 
turn  and  off-load  the  film  at  a  distant  airfield  for  interpretation  to  the  Bi- 
vision.  Da  addition,  a  copy  of  the  imagery  is  available  at  the. Division  for 
further  interpretation  anytime  during  the  film  life  (approximately  seven  days).

2,  Personnel  detectors  -  XM3  Airborne  Personnel  Deteotor  (iPD)  and  XM2 
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Manpaok  Personnel  Detector  (WD). 

A  During  the  reporting  period  there  vers  101?  mt»«*lona  flom  for  a  total 
flying  tine  of  948  hours.  All  missions  were  flown  utilising  the  UH-'i  with  the 
exception  of  four  missions  and  four  hours  flown  In  an  JAJH.  The  results  of  these 
ai salons  vers  reported  to  02  and  to  brigade  and/or  air  cavalry  units  for  inclu¬ 
sion  In  their  compilation  of  intelligence  reports.  Total  missions  and  flying 
time  during  the  previous  quarter  were  942  and  962  respectively.  Thin  represents  . 
a  seven  pear  oent  Increase  In  missions  and  a  two  per  cent  decrease  in  flying  tin. 

b  ,  The  MPD  is  being  phased  out  of  personnel  detection  operations.  The  sec¬ 
tion  now  has  three  JPDs  and  a  fourth  is  due  in  at  a  future  date.  The  new  APDs 
are  superior  in  performance  and  require  lees  maintenance.  Several  changes  in 
the  new  models  warm  incorporated  in  a  two  day  instructional  period  presented 
on  operation  and  maintenance  by  GOTHS  Hew  Equipment  Team.

g)  Weather  and  Terrain!  During  the  reporting  period,  the  weather  contin¬ 
ued  to  have  little  adverse  effect  on  either  friendly  or  anwy  operations  in  the 
TAOX.  The  most  adverse  effeots  on  friendly  operations  wore  the  result  of  "buf- 
feting"  of  aircraft  and  air-oushioned  vehicles  by  winds  of  up  to  30  knots.  . 

Soma  limitations  were  also  imposed  by  early  morning  fog'.  However,  these  wore 
genorally  negligible  beoduse  the  fog.  normally  lifted  by  mid-morning.

4  Duffel  l'ag  (unattended  Ground  Sasser  Program) 

a  The  9th  Infantry  Division  Duffol  Bag  Program  was  initiated  on  4  March 
1969#  with  the  emplacement  and  activation  of  four  target  strings  totalling  15 
sensors.  Sinoe  that  tins,  the  program  has  grown  to  its  present  level  of  12 
strings  of  41  sensors  The  division  is  eajplqying  four  types  of  sensors  cur¬ 
rently  within  the  Duffel  Bag  Program  inventory!  The  Aooouatioal  Buoy  (jCOUCBOf) , 
the  miniature  Hand- emplaced  Seismic  Intrusion  Deteotor  (MINIS  ID) ,  the  Magnetic 
Intrusion  Deteotor  (MAGID) ,  and  the  Ground  Seismic  Intrusion  Deteotor  (GSlB). 

The  sensors  are  deployed  in  combination,  forming  target  strings;  in  order  to 
increase  the  probability  of  deteotion  by  exploiting  the  particular  advantages 
of  each  type  of  sensor.  The  target  strings  are  capable  of  providing  "real¬ 
time"  information  on  the  nuabor  and  direction  of  enemy  personnel  moving  along 
the  trail  or  oanal  route  where  the  sensors  have  been  (unplaced.  Tactical  re¬ 
action  to  the  "real  time"  intelligence  provided  by  the  activation  of  sensor  tar¬ 
get  strings  is  control  led  by  the  brigades  through  the  Brigade  Taotioal  Opera¬ 
tions  Center.  Depending  on  the,  nature  of  the  target  detected  and  the  assets 
available,  the  brigade  oan  effectively  react  to  sensor  targets  by  troop  insertions j 
artillery  fire,  air  oavalxy,  or  a  combination  of  these  means.  The  only  limita¬ 
tion  on  taotioal  reaction  is  that  the  targets  detaotod  aro  moving  and  highly 
perishable. 

b  The  personnel  who  emplace  and  monitor  the  sensors  are  organized  under  a 
Sensor  Platoon.,  unsigned  to  the  9th  Military  Intelligence  Detachment  md  under 
the  staff  supervision  of  the  02.  A  proposed  Modified  Table  c£  Organization 
and  Equipment,  consisting  of  a  three  man  headquarters  element  (.total  of  90  EM 
and  one  officer),  was  submitted  29  March  1969:  Each  of  the  16  man  sections  is 
attached  to  a  brigade  for  operational  control 0  The  targeting,  emplacement,  and 
employment  of  sensor  assets,  although  monitored  by  the  02,  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  brigade. 

£  During  the  52  day  period  the  program  has  been  operational,  the  Sensor  1 
Platoon  has  provided  the  division  with  "real-time"  intelligence  on  the  location 
(eight  digit  coordinates) 5  number;  and  direction  of  movement  of  1058  enemy  per-, 
samel  distributed  among  105  targets.  Taotioal  reactions  have  been  made  to  76 
of  these  targets,  attacking  586  enemy  personnel.  ' 

2.  Pattern  Analysis 

&  The  G2  Plans  Section  initiated  a  pattern  analysis  technique  in  February 
1969,  to  provide  data  on  a  continuing  basis  for  analysis  of  activity.  Selected 
items  of  information  are  plotted  daily  on  transportation  overlay j  for  each  pro¬ 
vince  within  the  TAOI.  By  portraying  these  items  of  information  graphically  over 
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a  bass  map ,  tha  anaOjrot  is  able  to  correlate  unit  eightiugw  with  sszvsillsnss

In  addition  to  revealing  p at r, eras  and  locating  base  nreac  ,  the  daily 
and  woekly  correlation  of  this  data  with  other  lntelligonoe  information  such  us 
URIRa  and  friendly  operations  provides  en  analytical  basis  for  target  selection* 
Unit  and  area  patterns  axe  used  to  support  tbs  taVgst  decision  process ,  in  which 
appropriate  targets  are  recommended  to  the  Commanding  General  for  selection  of 
areas  for  future  strike  operations.  Deteotable  movement  patterns  are  used  far 
selsotion  of  areas  for  the  emplacement  of  jensors  and  radars.  Patterns  or  con- 
oentratlona  of  mints  and  booby  traps  art  used  to  select  areas  for  denial  opera¬ 
tions.

(l)  Four  major  operations  were  initiated;  teme,a*;-»eU»  or  in  progress  by 
tha  9th  Infantry  Division  during  the  period  1  Februtu  to  30  ipril  1969.  The 
enemy  continued  hie  resupply  and  reorganization  misaiowo  with  emphasis  on  re¬ 
cruiting  and  winning  the  support  of  the  local  population  in  contested  areas. 

In  addition  to  attempting  the  undermining  of  GVR  Pacification  efforts ,  he  fur¬ 
ther  intensified  his  efforts  to  retain  control  of  those  areas  which  are  under 
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hia  domination.  Cta  22  February  1969, the  enemy  stepped- up  bis  winuer-5pring  Of¬ 
fensive  tilth  an  in  cross*  la  attacks  by  firs.  The  enemy  has  been  extremity  re¬ 
luctant  to  enter  into  deeie.ive  engagements  with  Free  /arid  Military  Poroea  and 
has  remained  in  a  fragmented  configuration.  Airmobile  Assault ,  Sngle  Plight, 
Checkerboard,  Bushmuster,  and  Cordon  and  Search  operations  continue  to  be  the 
Division's  principal  tactics  for  keeping  the  enemy  on  the  defensive.  The  enemy's 
offensive  aotivity  was  characterised  by  harassment  of  outpoBta ,  mining  of  roads, 
and  extensive  use  of  sapper  units. 

(2)  The  results  obtained  by  9th  Infantry  Division  snipers  since  the  pro- 
grim  began  in  November  1968  have  been  outstanding.  Total  PC  killed  by  snipers 
to  date  is  747s  made  during  448  separate  contacts  with  enemy  forces.  During 
February  snipers  killed  93  VC  in  50  separate  contacts.  During  March  snipers 
accounted  for  211  kills,  approximately  six  per  cent  of  the  total  division  kills 
during  the  same  period.  For  the  month  of  April  results  were  oven  greater  with 
a  total  of  339  VC  killed  in  213  separate  contacts . 

(3)  Combat  Operations

size  enemy  force  seven  kms  north  of  Thu  Thua,  vie  T3  515798.  Exploitation  of 
this  oontaot  over  the  period  1-2  February  1969  resulted  in  63  70  (BC).  Friendly 
losses  were  two  US  XIA  and  five  US  VIA.  The  3d  Brigade  oontinued  to  provide 
support  and  assistance  to  the  1969  Paoif ieation  Program  iiqplemented  on  1  Feb¬ 
ruary  1969.

(b)  TOAN  THANG  III.  The  3d  Brigade  initiated  Operation  TOAN  THANG  III

(0)  There  has  been  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  availability  of  items 
at  Poet  Exchange  facilities  during  this  period.  Rone  of  the  essential  troop

In  order  to  obtain  maxi  aim  utilization  of  generators,  increased 
eqphasis  has  been  placed  upon  training  operators  by  aeons  of  generator/ operator 
schools.

(2)  Civil  Affaire/ Cl  vie  Action  program  of  the  9th  Infantry  Division  oontinuea 
to  progress  and  is  directed  toward  support  of  the  1969  Pacification  program.  In 
Long  An  Province,* ,  units  of  the  3d  Brigade  have  teamed  with  tin  Provincial  Advisory 
lean  and  the  GVN  to  form  Special  Action  Teams.  These  are  composed  of  one  DS  MIX 
Tear  «f  2  officers  and  3  W  from  the  Province,  Advisory  Team,  cans  DS  rifle  squad 
from  the  3d  Brigade,  and  representatives  of  Vietnamese  Information  Service,  Hat- 
ion-1  Police  Held  Force  and  Armed  propaganda  Team  from  long  An  Province*  Theoe 
teams  are  employed  in  hamlets  in  support  of  the  Hevolutinary  Development  Cadre  and 
Popular  Faroes  to  acoelerate  the  pacification  efforts  through  concentrated  team 
effort.  The  Spool al  Action  Teams  are  employed  for  a  three  to  five  day  period 
in  each  hamlet  and  are  providing  valuable  assistance  to  the  Regional  Development 
ruoyr  Team;  they  are  a  rejuvenating  force  to  those  hamlets  diioh  are  not  progressing 
atan  acceptable  rate.  The'  OS  rifle  squad,  in  addition  to  providing  security, 
is  conducting  Medical  Civic  Action  Programs  and  Civio  Action  surveys.  An  elsment 
of  C  r  .opany  6- 31  at  Infantry  and  an  HD  Cadre  tew  hove  recently  act  up  shqp  in  the 
Blnh  .  0  area.  This  Revolutionary  Development  oasp  arose  from  the  desire  to 

increase  pacification  of  the  .area  and  induce  the  return  of  villagers  die  had 
moved  away  because  of  VO  aotivity  The  ED  team  is  flexible  in  its  operations 
and  techniques  and  is  ooaosntratlng  on  MBDCAPs  and  census  operations.  They  visit 
each  villager  in  hie  home,  building  up  the  GtVH  image  and  offering  assistance  with 
any  prtblsms*  They  also  show  the  government's  good  will  by  helping  the  people 
with  wy  building  projects  which  might  be  In  progress* 

This  combined  team  operates  like  a  tactical  unit.  They  more  into  a  village, 
rapidly  setting  up  security  sis  they  go.  Since  they  often  operate  in  areas  which 
are  Insecure,  they  must  be  sure  the  village  is  dear  of  VC  before  they  set  up 
operations.  Tight  security  a*  maintained  while  members  of  the  team  move  about 
speaking  to  the  people  and  nan  ding  out  leaflets.  If  a  HSDCiP  la  planned,  the 
aSdio  sets  up  at  a  central  point  and  the  team  members  go  from  house  to  house 
telling  people  that  medical  treatment  is  available.  The  Binh  Due  HD  team  utilizes 
the  6-3l»t  Inf  anti,  medio  and  one  of  their  own  team  members,  who  is  presently 
training.  Combined  pacification  teams  such  as  this  are  an  example  of  a  good 
cooperative  effort  by  US  units  and  HVN  units  and  organisations  and  demonstrate  to 
the  people  the  sincerity  of  both  governments.

quality  during  the  reporting  pariod.  These  era  projects  that  aza  not  (JV^-planned 
and  budgeted  and  therefore  do  not  require  the  lead  time  of  the  regular  budget 
projects*  They  are  high  iwpaot  ghd  short  tern,  filling  a  need  quiokly.

'apair  and  •  oonatruotion  projeota  of  the  9th  Infantry  MVlsicn  hare  gained 
the  aoat  aooeptacoe  of  all  Civil  Affaire  programs  and  provide  tangible  evidence 
of  the  TO  Amy' a  willingness  to  asaiat  in  the  building  of  a  nation. 

The  Blnh  Duo  Village  Buddhist  population  requested  the  assistance  of  the 
Division  Support  Coe  wend  In  saving  their  pagoda,  which  was  in  danger  of  sliding 

into  the  Hy  Tho  Hiver.  Slnoe  the  structure  was  completed  40  roars  asp  *  the 
river  had  steadily  eaten  away  the  bank, endangering  thq:  pagoda' Bf  ounaatiotVc 
DISOCK  responded  with  oaaant ,  aggregate,  steal  and  luabe/0"  The  villagers 
organised  a  oonatruotion  eoemittee  vdiloh  planned  and  conducted  the  work.

The  first  roadside  REST  CM1  was  held  in  Luong  i&oi  Village,  Elen  Boa  by' 
thvj  3d  Battalion,  47th  Inf » try.  The  new  Oivio  lotion  Prognm  involves  inviting  . 
Vietnamese  travelers  to  stop  for  a  moment  along  the  road  fox  refreaheaente  and 
medical  aid  if  needed.  The  2d  Brigade  PSTCP  teem  was  on  hand  to  leal,  support  to 
the  new  program.  They  supplied  Ohiou  Hoi  leaflet  a  and  broadoasted  a  musical 
talk  program  urging  the  villagers  to  vote  in  local  elections.  Medical  treatment 
was  provided  by-  a  team  of  nedlos  from  the  3/47  aid  station.  Many  villagers 
stopped  and  took  advantage  of  the  American  soft  drink*  and  medical  aid.  Some 
stopped  just  to  talk  to  the  01 'a  through  tin  interpret era  present. 

1  unique  innovation  has  been  employed  by  the  9th  Infantry  Division 
MKDCAPs.  PTC  Jack  Vaughn,  *  professional  vagiaian,  has  reoeptly  been  assigned  to 
Special  Services  and  lias  been  made  available  to  each  brigade  to  add  entertainment 
to  the  9th  Infantry  Division  MEDOJPs.  PPC  Vaogfaft  provided  entertainment  for’ a 
HITKUP  oonduoted  by  Division  Artillery  on  20  March  and  was  a  rousing  suoosss. 

The  Vishumese  villagers  have  a  high  appreciation  of  sleight  of  hand  and  gars 
the  performer  and  the  MKDCJP  a  tremendous  reception-. 

Dental  Civia  Action,  while  otill  a  small  part  of  the  overall  medioal 
program  beoasuae  of  the  limited  number  of  dental  personnel  available,  continues 
to  make  an  important  contribution.  The  need  for  dental  oars  is  great  in  the 
remote  areas  and  D1HTCJ? «  ere  well  received  by  the  people,  many  of  whom  have 
never  seen  a  dentist.  Immediate  treatment  is  given  to  those  who  require  it  and 
inst motions  in  oral  hygiene  are  given  to  all.  Leaflets  on  tooth  oaxe  and  disease 
prevention,  along  with  tooth  paste  and  tooth  brushes  are  distributed.  In  the 
future,  even  more  emphasis  will  he  placed  on  Dental  Civic  lotions. 

(e)  ICJp/HETECJP.  HITECJP 3 ,  the  overnight  version  of  ICJPS,  are  gaining 
the  confidence  of  the  people  as  the  operations  increase  In  number  and  quality. 

Both  ICfa  and  NIGHTCAP  a  axe  bringing  increased  intelligence.  Daring  the  reporting 
period,  several  successful  operations  have  been  oonduoted  on  ICJP  intelligence, 
and  the  amount  of  intelligence  from  these  mid  other  soaroes  has  greatly  increased. 
Since  these  operations  are  oonduoted  in  contested  areas,  they  provide  the  very  ' 
best  vehicle  for  Psychological  Operations.  VC  propaganda  oan  be  answered  to  the 
*atlrfacdio»\  of  the  people  and  the  news  of  government  ■  programs,  accomplishments 
and  asptratlona  for  the  people  oan  be  relayed.  Tbs  greater  the  degree  of  .inte- 
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ftation  of  Vietnamese  oleao.it 3  into  1C 9  teams,  the  greater  the  success  of  the 
operations. 

(f)  Transportation.  Linos  of  oomuunioation  were  continuously  stressed 
over  the  reporting  period.  Road  and  bridge  construction  Bade  grant  progress, 
Twenty-four  and  one  half  kas  of  roads  were  constructed  ana  65  km  wore  re¬ 
paired.  Twenty-nine  bridges  were  oonstruoted  and  17  repaired.  One  typioal 
bridge  oonatruoticn  illustrates  the  cooperative  effort  of  the  U3  forces  and 
RVI  foroes  on  these  projects.  The  bridge  linking  Vinh  yin  Village  with  bin 
9ii  Haslet  was  oonstruoted  through  the  ood>insd  efforts  of  9th  Infantry  Divi- 
aion  Engineers,  Havy  Seabee  Team  121-01 ,  BY*  Popular  Foroes  and  looal  civilians, 
with  coordination  by  9th  Infantry  Division  Support  Command.  The  bridge  is 

195  feet  long  and  is  oapablo  of  carrying  snail  vehioles,  allowing  aaey  aooeas 
to  Vlnh  Kin  markets.  This  structure  will  aid  the  paoifioatlon  program  in  this 
area  Where  many  people  Hava  relocated  into  Dlnh  Qui  Haalet  to  escape  the  con¬ 
flict. 

(g)  Calamity  Relations.  Community  relations  projeots  have  been  actively 
-  punned  by  the  9th  Infantry  Division  this  quarter.  The  3d  Brigade  has  held 

ires  Coordination  Centex  meetings  on  a  regular  basin  with  representatives  of 
ths  3d  Brigade ,  23th  AHV1  Division.  Long  in  Sector  and  US  military  advisors. 

'  They  have  provided  a  regular,  scheduled  meeting  where  joint  plans  can  be 
f  emulated  and  problems  solved. 

On  13  April.  English  classes  were  organized  at  the  Ry  The  high  schools.  This 
project  warn  a  coordinated  effort  by  the  9th  Infantry  Division.  7th  ARVH  Divisions 
and  the  13th  AA Platoon.  Dlnh  Tuong  Provinoe.  Books  were  furnished  by  ths  Pro- 
vinoe  and  the  13th  AA  ?latoon.  the  course  was  organized  by  tha  7th  ABVH  Divi- 
.  slon.  and  instructors  oams  from  ths  9th  Infantry  Division.  This  project  .was 
started  with  five  classes  at  the  Girl1  a  High  Sohool  and  five  new  classes  were 
organised  at  tha  fy  Tho  Coeducational  Sohool.  The  projeot  now  teaches  over  330 
students  in  20  desses  each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoon.  Ths  instructors 
are  all  soldiers  from  ths  Dong  Tan  units  who  volunteer  their  time.,  Ao  enthusi¬ 
astic  as  the  students,  these  men  are  teaohing.  learning,  and  having  fun  simul¬ 
taneously.  This  Is  a  mutually  beneficial  projeot  whioh  is  contributing  much  to 
better  understanding  between  Americana  and -the  Vietnamese  people. 

A  Community  Relations  Committee  has  been  formed  in  Dlnh  Tuong  Sector  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  9th  Infantry  Di vision  Headquarters .  1st  Brigade.  DISCOM  and 
DIVABTT.  7th  ABVH  Division  Advisory  Team,  and  Dlnh  Tuong  Sector  Advisory  Team. 
This  provides  an  sxoellent  means  of  reviewing  Civic  Action  programs  of  the 
various  elements  as  wall  as  discussing  various  other  programs  that  occur  from 
time  to  time.

the  following  projects!  projects  required  to  support  tactical  operations  wjwstad 
by  the  brigades  or  planned  by  the  divisionf  projects  required  to  1  ioatloo 

program  recommended  by  the  provinces g  end  projects  for  which  the  7th  ARVn  Division 
had  requested  assistance.  The  plan  was  staffed  at  division  level,  priorities 
established,  and  the  entire  plan  approved  by  tha  Commanding  3 moral »  The  mgineer 
effort  required  in  excess  of  that  available  within  the  division,  the  7th  Anvil 
Division,  and  the  Ministry  of  Public  Works  in  eooh  province  was  supplied  by  the 
20th  Bigineer  Brigade,  the  86th  Engineer  Battalion,  and  the  93rd  Engineer  Battalion 
on  a  project  basis.

Red  Haze 
and  SLAH  readouts  indicated  an  enemy  buildup  and  movement  toward  Saigon  from 
the  sou tdi,  Bach  phase  of  Oruaadex  IV  has  distinct  communications  ramifications 
and  the  elgnal  portion  of  Oruaader  IV  had  to  be  rewritten  because  of  a  tactical 
policy  change  within  the  Division.  Ths  well  defined  tactical  area  of  opera¬ 
tion,  combined  with  more  highly  sophisticated,  reliable  communications  equip¬ 
ment.  and  extensive  mobility  with  the  division  area  have  eliminated  the  prac¬ 
tical  need  for  a  division  forward.  Command  Poet.  As  a  result,  communioationfl 
equipment  requirement*  were  out  in  half.  This  enabled  the  battalions  to  re¬ 
tain  their  multichannel  oommunioations  by  using  the  signal  aaaoto  made  avail¬ 
able  by  the  deletion  of  the  Forward  CEP.  The  reasons  for  thl3  policy  change  are 
several.  First,  aommand  end  control  can  be  maintained  from  any  portion  of  the 
Division  TAOI.  This  is  a  direot  result  of  the  existing  diversity  of  our  pre¬ 
sent  oommunioations  system  and  the  tremendous  mobility  provided  by  the  Divi¬ 
sion's  fuxhgwiie'i.!  aircraft 0  Since  Dong  Tam  la  osntrally  located  within  the 
TAfll,  couplets  control  of  ths  Division  is  possibls  without  moving  the  head¬ 
quarters.  Secondly,  it  is  not  advisable  or  necessary  far  a  division  command 
element  to  Heap  frog  around  the  oountrysidj  in  a  guar  fills  type  war.  The  end 
signal  result  is  a  more  efficient  multichannel  VHF  oommunioations  system  to 
include  VHF  teletype,  and  high  frequency  radio  teletype  oommunioations  to  all 
major  subordinate  unite  within  the  Division.  On  6  April  1969,  the  Division 
implemented  tho  new  abbreviated  radio  procedure.  After  this  date  it  waa  per¬ 
missible  to  delete  the  use  of  all  csllwords,  callsigns ,  and  unnecessary  pro¬ 
cedure  wards  after  initial  contact  had  been  firmly  established.  This  procedure 
saves  considerable  time  during  the  course  of  a  radio  conversation  and  ia  clearly 
consistent  with  tha  principle  "keep  each  transmission  aa  short  aid  to  the  point 
os  possible".  On  3  April  1969.  the  Division  Signal  Office  published  a  letter, 
ths  Hew  Straight  Line  Encryption  System".  This  system  is  designed  for  use 
with  the  existing  KAC-Q  aeries  numeral  oodea  and  allows  effective  one  line 
encryption.  Hopefully  this  new  system  will  eliminate  the  use  of  unorthodox, 
Illegal  straight  line  systems  which  have  been  used  extensively  in  the  pant.
